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The Pacifist and The Turk. 


Venizelos does not mince words 
when he comes to tell the Allies 
what they are doing in re-instat- 
ing the Turk as ruler over the 
mixed population of Thrace. He 
reminds them that the Turks have 
slaughtered a million and a half 
Armenians and other aliens in 
Asia Minor since they etarted out 
to help Wilhelm conquer the 
world; and warns them that they 
are inviting a like bloody era on 
the European side. of ; the Bos- 
phorus. 

Thies is not the language of a 
novice, an enemy, or acritic of the 
Alies. It comes from a veteran 
statesman who did the Allies a 
service’ of great moment in their 
hour of need, who paid for hav- 
ing done them that service by 
exile from his country, and whose 
foresight they cannot impugn any 
more than they can question his 
fidelity. {Admittedly Venizelos 
is speaking on behalf of Greece. 
But not on behalf of Constantine. 
Thrace was given to Greece be- 
cause of what Venizelos had done 
forthe Allies. Is it to be taken 
from Greece because of what Con- 
stantine tried to do to the Turks? 

That Venizelos ie right in his 
catimate of the Turk character 
and purpose there is no doubt. 
The whole history of that remark- 
able people confirms his judg- 
ment of them. The Turk came out 
of middle Asia as a conqueror. A 
conqueror he has remained in 
spirit ever since. And as oc- 
casion offered ‘he has treated his 
subject races as the Oriental 
master race has been wont do 
since the beginning of time. He 
slaughters for no reason but that 
he likes to kill, when the does not 
slaughter as a religious duty. He 
accounts it a glory and a merit to 
rid ‘the earth of the infidels, and 
spares neither age nor sex when 
the blood lust is on him. It is 
no fault of his that there is a man, 
woman or child of non-Turkish 
race and religion living in any 
region over which he has held 
away. fo far ms he has dared he 
has pursued a policy of deliberate, 
settled, consistent, persistent, and 
merciless extermination — par- 
ticularly toward people who pro- 
feased to hold the Christian faith. 
He is not civilized, never has ‘been, 
shows no inclination to bé, and 
does not pretend to be or to want 
to be, within the ‘Western mean- 
ing of that term. He is a barbar- 
jan by birth, tradition, religious 
conviction and racial predilection. 
That he will continue to do as he 
has done from the beginning 
there is no reason to dis-believe. 
Why should he change his ways. 
when his supreme joy in life and 
his highest hope of heaven ¢on- 
joim to make him be the beast 
that he and his fathers have been? 

How comes it that this mons‘er 
is ‘being allowed to re-estallish 
himself in Europe, after ‘veing 
kicked out *“bag and baggage,”’ 
to the approval of decent opinion 
of mankind and under pledge of

That fact may as well be ad- 
mitted that the Turk is returning 
to Europe because the people of 
the Allied countries will not back 
their governments to keep him 
out. ‘‘Stop the war’’ meetings 
broke out in London the day. the 
Government warned Kemal to 
keep his army out of the neutral 
zone. There have been no pro- 
tests in France and Italy against 


the willingness of those Govern- | 


ments to permit the re-establish- 
ment of the ‘‘sick man’’ at Con 
stantinople. The Sevres treaty 
is in the scrap basket, and there 
is ho popular demand anywhere 
that it be dug out and put before 
Kemal as a law that he has to 
obey. The pacifist is having his 
day inithe old continent. The 
fight has gone out of Europe. 


Britain's pledge is broken. The 
Supreme Council is impotent. 
Civilization there will not even 


strike a blow to 6ave itself from 
another invasion of barbarism. 
An upstart Turkish rebel, with an 
army estimated at 180,000 men, 
is dictating terms to the ‘‘concert 
of nations!”
